The story begins with the rescue 
by the River Urn of three survivors 
of the Danish steamer Bogo on De- 
cember 18, The men, whose flores 
had attracted’ attention, were found 
clinging to a raft after their ship had 
been sunk by a German mine. They 
were in a drendful state from ex- 
posture, and received such attention as 
was possible ay the River Urn nosed 
her way towards the fishing grounds, 
Three Attacks Mado 
That same evening a single wir 
craft was sighted, She came close 
flying very low ond had a good look 
at the River Urn. Those on board 
the trawler could clearly sce black 
crosea on the wings and fuselage, 
The alrcraft attacked the unarmed 
trawler and dropped a bomb. This 
missed and the alreraft flew away. 
The following day another German 
flying boat circled over the River 
Urn, flying very low and very close, 
apparently to make certain it was 
nothing more than an innocent fish- 
ing vessel. It then’ dropped a bomb 
which fell some yards from the traw- 
ler which escaped destruction and 
cantinued its peaceful occupation, 
Crew Machine-Gunned 
Soon after, two more German air- 
craft appeared and circled the traw- 
ler, flying so low they were hardly 
higher than the masthead. ‘The very 
first bomb, 2 comparatively small 
one, scored a hit right forward, The 
crew set about fretting thelr Wfeboat 
out in order to nbandan— the = ship, 
whereupon the Germans began spat- 
tering the upper deck of the trawler 
with) machine-qun bullets, = Two 
bursts of machine gun bullets were 
fired, . $ 
The bullets ripped open the for- 
ward room casing, and ricochetted off 
the deck, but mercifully no man was 
hit. As the erew and the three sur- 
vivors from the Bogo tumbled into a 
Wfeboat and bean to row away the 
bombing continued, * The German 
nim, however, had deteriorated, and 
far some time no further hit was 
registered. ‘ 
One of the German aircraft aimed 
a bomb at the heavily Jaden lifeboat 
and ‘almost swamped it. Finally the 
River Urn was dit by a heavy bomb 
and sonk, : 
Rowed For 60 Milcs 
The Germans flew off lenving the 
17-foot lifeboat, with thirtcen men 
in tt, a long way from Tand or ship- 
ping routes. The bont was actually 
rowed no less than GO miles before 
its thirteen men were picked up by 
the Swedish steamer Triton. ‘Fhe oc- 
cupants had to bail os well a3 row, 
for the boat was continually shipping 
water, The weather was very cold 
with squalls of hall and snéw.
